11 Cardinals were entertain’d at Supper by the 
Steward of the Pope’s Houfehold: After which his 
Holinefs, accompany’d by thofe Prelates, affifted at 
the Mafs which was celebrated at Midnight. °

Dec. 28. On Chriftmas-day the Pope officiated in 
his Pontifical Habit in St. Peter’s Church, and in 
the middle of the Service, pronounc’d a Homily on 
the Myftery of the Birth of Seleb Chrift, which was 
very Eloquent, and full of Paffages of Scripture. The 
Tiber has overflow’d all the flat Country,and feveral 
Streets of the lower part of this City, efpecially be- 
hind the Vatican: And ’tis believ’d, that unlefs the 
Water falls very fhortly, his Holinefs will be oblig’d 
to return to Montecayallo, as well becaufe of the 
bad Air which the Flood may occafion, as for that 
they are forc’d to make ufe of Boats to land at fome 
parts of the Palace. Since the Departure of Cardinal 
Grimani, the Heer Caunirz Auditor of the Rota for 
Germany, goes often to the Palace, the Management 
of fome of the Emperor’s Affairs being committed to 
his Care.

Reme, Dec. 30. Before the Holidays, his Holinefs 
held a Congregation on the prefent fandbure of Af- 
fairs in Italy ; in which it was refolv’d, after mature 
deliberation, to grant leave both to the Imperialifts 
and the French, to buy a certain Quantity of Corn 
and Forrage, in the Ecclefiaftical State, for the Sub- 
fiftance of their Armies ; but on Condition that none 
of their Parties thall make Incurfions into the Bolog- 
nefe nor the Ferrareze. The Cardinal Legate of 
Bologna has fent Adyice to the Pope, of fome Dif- 
orders committed by the Troops ef both Armies in 
that Province ; and at the fame time acquainted 
him, that his Troops which were garrifon'd in Pla- 
centia, were march’d out of it, to cover the Frontier 
of the Dutchy of Parma, againft the Incurfions of 
the French. His Holinefs has likewife been inform’d 
that whereas he {ent a Brief to his Nuncio Signior 
Patrici at Naples, conftituting him Vicar-General of 
that Archbifhoprick, the Chapter have refus’d to fub- 
mit to it, alledging it would be an infraction of 
their Immunities, and that that Function does of 
right belong to one of their own Members, and that 
indeed they had chofen one from among themfelves 
before his Holinefs’s Brief in favour of Signior Pa- 
trici came tothem. The Waters of the Tiber are 
return’d into their Channel, after having done a

Trent, Jan. 1. Two days ago, in the Afternoon, 
there appear’d on the Lake of Garda, near Riva, 
feveral large Barks having French Troops on Board ; 
immediately an Alarm was given by firing of Can- 
non at Riva, and the Caftle of Peneda ; upon which 
we fell to work to put this City of Trent into a 
better condition of Defence, all the regular Troops 
and the Militia of the Country round us were call’d 
to their Arms, the Avenues were barricado’d, all the 
Bridges on the Sarca and other Rivers that fall into 
the Lake of Garda were broken down, and feveral 
Thoufand Men were fent towards Riva. But Ye- 
fterday an Exprefs came with Advice, that the Ene- 
my were retir’d towards Dezenzano, after they had 
ftood 3 Difcharges from all the Cannon of Riva 
There is no likelyhood of their making another 
Attempt at Bergette and Avi,becaufe we have pofted 
4000 Men there, and have 5000 more in Arms in 
the Neighbourhood of this Place.

’Tis {aid the Enterprize which the Count de Me- 
davi was to have executed in the Trentin has mif- 
carried, through the fault of fome Commiffaries of 
Provifions, who did not exactly obferve their Or- 
ders ; and for that the Germans, being acquainted 
with his Defigns by the Governour of Pefchiara, 
fent fome Troops to ftrengthen the Garrifons of cer- 
tain Pofts, of which the Count was to have poffefs’d 
himfe!f. 

Count Albergotti is rerurn’d from the Incurfian 
which he made into the lower Modeneze with 21 
Companies of Grenadiers, and 20 Troops of Horfe 
and Dragoons of 40 Men each.

and drove the reft into San Giacomo, which was 
attack’d, carried, Sword in Hand, by our Men, and 
Pillag’d.
